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REMARKS 


Applicants have now had an opportunity to carefully consider the Examiner's 
commenis set forth in the Office Action of November 16, 2006. The claims have been 
amended to overcome the Examiner's objections and rejections and it is believed that 
the application is now in condition to be passed for allowance. 

Double Patenting 

Considering the extent that a obviousness-type double patenting rejection is 
applicable depending upon the scope of any allowed claims, Applicants will overcome 
the rejection with a terminal disclaimer. 

Claim Rejections Obviousness 

The Examiner will appreciate that the independent claims have been amended to 
include limitations specifically identified by the Examiner in the "Response to 
Arguments" section of the Office Action. The Examiner's indication that the 
distinguishing arguments previously presented were not clearly recited in the claims has 
been addressed by the newly proposed amendments. The Examiner's newly cited 
reference to Tonkin fails to teach or suggest that multiple distinct renderings of a set of 
image data are to be accomplished with reference to the same set of image data as 
provided in the master job control ticket of the present embodiments. 


It is believed that this application is now in condition for allowance and early 
notice thereof is requested.
